There  were  five  acts  and  the  cast  was 
the  largest  of  any  preceding  of  the  semi-annual  plays. 

Grenfall  Lorry,  played  by  Robert  Miller,  and  his  friend,  handsome 
Harry  Anguish,  otherwise  Robert  Cunliffe,  have  come  all  the  way  to 
Edelweiss  from  America  in  search  of  a  fair  young  Miss  Gugenslocker. 
Imagine  their  surprise  to  discover  that  the  young  lady  is  none  other  than 
beautiful  Yetive,  the  Princess  of  Graustark.  This  part  was  taken  by 
Gladys  Giering.  Young  Mr.  Anguish  was  not  at  all  disappointed  in 
Edelweiss,  for  he  was  immediately  attracted  by  the  exotic  Countess 
Dagmar,  played  by  the  most  attractive  Alma  Allis. 

In  the  first  act  the  two  "Cook’s  Tourists”  accidentally  overhear  a 
plot  to  abduct  the  Princess.  The  foul  villain  who  hatched  this  vile  plot 
was  Prince  Gabriel  of  Dawsbergen,  portrayed  by  "Rabbi”  Linnerty.  His 
henchmen  were  Ostrom,  guard  to  Gabriel,  alias  Thomas  H.  Sullivan  and 
Danox,  guard  to  Yetive,  otherwise  Prank  Martin.  Loretto  Mosely  acted 
the  part  of  Countess  Yvonne,  Princess  Yetive’s  aunt,  and  the  Americans 
were  delighted  to  find  that  Sitsky,  the  bell  boy  at  the  hotel,  played  by 
Max  Tasgal,  also  hailed  from  the  U.  S.  A.  Baron  Dangloss  or  Raymond

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OUR  WASHINGTON  TRIP 

C  /  _  ^HAT  a  trip!  On  May  eighth  the  Senior  Class,  8 5 -strong,  en- 
IVJ  trained  for  Washington.  With  two  special  coaches  to  play  with, 
we  did  every  thing  but  bring  the  Eskimos  down  and  make  them 
plant  cotton. 

We  arrived  at  the  Union  Station  safely,  however,  and  were  driven 
to  the  hotel  in  special  busses.  Here  we  were  assigned  rooms  and  soon  left 
on  a  sight-seeing  trip  through  the  city.  We  saw  most  of  the  Diplomatic 
Buildings,  Arlington  Cemetery  and  the  Tomb  of  the  Unknown  Soldier. 
Some  of  the  girls  couldn’t  see  any  further  than  the  young  and  good- 
looking  guide. 

We  returned  about  six-thirty  and  dressed  for  dinner.  Get  that.  We 
had  to  wear  coats  and  ties  at  all  meals,  no  sweaters  allowed.  However,  it 
was  worth  it.

The  next  morning  some  of  the  more  ambitious  Senior  boys  were  up 
at  four-thirty.  By  five-fifteen  they  had  dressed  and  were  off  for  an  early 
morning  stroll.  They  were  back  by  six-thirty  however  and  at  seven 
breakfast  was  served.  The  White  House  and  the  Treasury  were  our  first 
stops  and  the  temptation  in  the  latter  almost  caused  a  riot.  Next  came 
the  Smithsonian  Institute  which  everybody  enjoyed.  The  variety  of  ar¬ 
ticles  was  a  source  of  amazement  to  all,  as  they  had  everything  from  a 
needle  to  aeroplanes;  the  latter  were  suspended  from  the  ceiling.  Wash¬ 
ington’s  Monument  claimed  us  next  and  if  you  saw  a  puffing  and  per¬ 
spiring  Senior  leaning  against  the  wall  you  knew  that  he  had  walked  up. 

After  lunch  trolleys  conveyed  us  to  the  waterfront  where  a  steamer 
lay  waiting  for  us.  We  steamed  up  to  Mt.  Vernon  where  Washington’s 
Home  is.  Here  we  had  the  class  picture  taken. 

That  night  a  dance  was  given  us  by  the  hotel.  Some  of  the  Seniors 
preferred  other  diversion  so  all  were  not  there.  However  it  was  a  good 
dance  and  lasted  quite  late.  When  we  returned  to  our  rooms  we  found 
all  of  our  pillows  were  missing.  After  a  vain  search  of  all  the  other  rooms 
we  turned  in. 

Breakfast  was  served  at  seven  the  next  morning.  Huge  sight-see¬ 
ing  buses  awaited  us  in  front  of  the  hotel.  These  conveyed  us  to  An¬ 
napolis  where  we  were  just  in  time  to  see  the  Cadets  on  parade.  The 
grounds  were  very  pretty  as  was  the  lake.  The  ride  was  enjoyed  by  all 
even  to  the  accident  where  the  bus  went  off  the  road.  However,  no 
damage  was  incurred.

5URELY  1930  will  always  be  remembered  in  B.  H.  S.  as  the  year  when 
one  of  the  most  successful  baseball  nines  ever  to  represent  the  Red 
and  Gray  took  the  field.  Coached,  as  ever,  by  William  F.  Foley,  and 
led  by  that  all-around  athlete,  Bob  Miller,  the  Red  and  Gray  diamond 
representatives,  went  through  a  hard  schedule,  bowling  over  all  oppo¬ 
nents,  and  becoming  the  leading  contender  for  the  state  Class  A  baseball 
title. 


Several  factors  brought  about  this  success.  Chief  among  these  was 
the  stellar  hurling  of  Bob  Miller  and  Hen  Mcheski.  The  former  especi¬ 
ally  established  himself  as  the  State’s  leading  pitcher  by  his  great  work 
throughout  the  season,  which  included  an  enviable  record  of  89  strike¬ 
outs  of  rival  batsmen  to  date.  The  clever  fielding  and  batting  of  the  en¬ 
tire  team  was  also  a  great  aid  in  accomplishing  this  goal.  The  nine  per¬ 
formed  very  brilliantly  on  the  defense  to  back  up  Miller  and  Mcheski, 
and  at  the  plate  compiled  a  team  batting  average  of  well  over  .300  for  the 
season.

Thus  the  best  team  ever  turned  out  by  Coach  Foley  at  B.  H.  S.  fin¬ 
ished  its  season,  with  a  record  of  twelve  victories  against  no  defeats,  a 
record  equalled  by  no  team  in  the  state,  and  one  which  all  future  Red 
and  Gray  nines  may  shoot  at. 
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TRACK  —  1930 

LOOMFIELD  HIGH  SCHOOL  opened  its  track  season  this  spring 
in  an  auspicious  manner.  With  the  addition  of  Mr.  Walter  F. 

Mason,  newly  appointed  track  coach  and  teacher,  and  with  the 
largest  number  of  candidates  reporting  for  practice  in  many  years, 
hopes  for  Bloomfield  on  the  cinder  path  looked  brighter  than  they  have 
ever  appeared  since  the  former  days  of  local  track  fame.  Practice  for 
the  several  meets  was  first  conducted  in  Watsessing  Park,  but  the  scene 
of  action  was  later  changed  to  the  Glen  Ridge  Athletic  Field.  The  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  men  out  for  the  various  events  were  those  who  had  been 
members  of  last  year’s  squad,  although  several  new  men  were  developed, 
among  them  Doug  Appleyard,  who  performed  brilliantly  in  the  hurdle 
events  in  his  first  season  on  the  timber-topping  squad.  The  hurdles  also 
had  two  other  capable  performers  in  Blaine  Carmen  and  Jack  Cleary, 
both  second  year  track  men.  In  the  sprints  Bloomfield  had  three  flashes 
in  Paul  Lawrence,  Ernie  Davidson  and  Russ  Fischer.  The  latter  was  a 
newcomer  on  the  track  who  also  performed  well  on  the  court  squad  last 
winter.  The  middle  distances  were  still  as  strong  as  last  spring’s,  with 
Doug  Freeman,  Art  and  John  Eriksen  to  compete,  and  with  the  addition 
of  a  promising  sophomore,  July  Gerriga.  In  the  field  events  B.  H.  S. 
showed  marked  improvement  over  the  year  before,  when  it  was  handi¬ 
capped  by  lack  of  numbers.  No  such  problem  came  up  this  season,  for 
besides  the  two  veteran  tossers,  Jack  Davis  and  Hal  Pierson,  several  new¬ 
comers  entered  the  field.  These  included  Arn  Appleyard,  and  Ernie 
Davidson,  and  the  four  garnered  many  points  in  the  weight  events. 

The  jumps,  both  broad  and  high,  also  had  a  number  of  good  men  in 
their  ranks.  In  spite  of  the  loss  of  Bill  Pierson,  last  year’s  tall  leaper,  the 
high  jump  was  well  covered  by  Doug  and  Arn  Appleyard,  Jack  Cleary 
and  Russ  Fischer.  Ernie  Davidson  and  Paul  Lawrence  were  the  most  re¬ 
liable  broad  jumpers.  In  the  pole  vault  Jack  Cleary  and  Blain  Carmen, 
veteran  cloud-seekers,  remaind. 

The  first  meet  of  the  season  found  the  untried  Red  and  Gray  track- 
sters  journeying  to  Underhill  Field,  South  Orange,  where  they  gathered 
22  points  against  77  for  Columbia  and  10  for  Plainfield.  A  week  later 
Paterson  Central  furnished  the  opposition  at  Glen  Ridge  in  the  first  home 
meet  of  the  season  for  the  Red  and  Gray,  and  were  swamped  by  deter¬ 
mined  locals,  80-37.  Meanwhile  a  relay  team  was  sent  to  the  Penn  Re¬ 
lays  in  Philadelphia,  and  came  home  with  a  third  place  in  one  of  the 
mile  relay  events.  Next  Irvington  was  met  at  home  and  also  was  buried, 
79-38.  A  few  days  later  the  Red  and  Gray  visited  the  shore  and  lost  a 
close  decision  to  Asbury  Park,  61-56.  Nothing  daunted,  the  tracksters 
again  entertained  at  Glen  Ridge,  this  time  in  a  triangular  meet  with  Glen 
Ridge  and  Montclair  Academy,  and  came  out  far  in  front  by  the  score 
of  83-37-21.  n  this  meet  Jack  Davis  and  Ernie  Davidson  both  shone, 
each  amassing  15  points.
